Foreign exchange

Israel can vo longer offset de- 
mand inflation by increasing its im- 
ports, according to the Bank of 
Israel, The foreign exchange re- 
Serves were allowed to run down in 
1974, but have reached ‘the danger 
point, so cannot be allowed to drop 
any further. It becomes doubly 
necessary to restrain consumption 

This recommendation -is made in 
a Report on the Means-of Payment, 
presented to the Cabimet and the 
Knesset Finance Committee yester- 
day by Moshe Sanbar, Governor of 
the Bank.of Israel. The bank is re- 
quired to make such a‘report every 
time the volume of money in circu- 
lation increases by 15 per cent or 
More. During the first nine months 
of 1974, they went up. by 17.4 per 
cent, or ILdj,196m. ‘ ἃ

Bar-Ilan to

RAMAT GAN. — Bar-Ilan Univer- 
sity is to receive a contribution to 
enable it to pay increased sums in 
scholarships to needy students from 
development towns. The contribution 
was secured for the wniversity 
through head of the Knesset Educa- 
tion Committee, Avraham Schechter- 

man. 

The umiversity rector, Prof. Mena- 
hem Zvi Kadari, explained yester- 
day that the university had not cut 
the scholarship allotments but that 
it did not increase them either, in 
spite of the fact that they had 
mearly been doubled in all of the 
country’s institutions of higher 
learning. 

This, the rector said, is because 
along with the other universities, 
Bar-Tlan finds itself in a tight 
financial squeeze. Thus the scholar- 
ships the university. could grant 
were of no more than IL1,000.

Force isn’t 

unthinkable 

in oil crisis 
BRUSSELS (UPI). — Joseph Luns, 
Secretary-General of Nato, said any 
nation ig Ukely to consider using 
force if “faced with strangulation.” 

Lans, in an interview, was com- 
menting on the controversy over 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer’s statement that the U.S. 
might use force in the ail crisis 

if “there is some actual strangula- 
ἕω of the inthstrialized world.” 
Some European officials have called 
the possibility unthinkable. 

Ἢ would say any nation, faced 
with strangulation, is likely to con- 
sider the use of force,” Luns, a 
Dutchman who has been Nato 
Secretary-General for four years, 
said. “That applies to European 
countries, ag well as to the Araba 
or to the Soviets.” 

“It has rarely occurred in history 
that a country accepts being 
strangled without taking some 
eountermessures,” he said. 

But Luns refused to define the 
conditions of “strangulation” or 
speculate on the possibility of 
force. 

“I do not have the impreasion,” 
hhe sald, “that the Arab States are 
contemplating something which 
might in fact strangle the eco- 
nomies of Western Europe or of 
North America. I think the Soviets 
are realistic ‘enough not to wish 
that, also because of the implica~ 
tions.” 

Luns sald he shared the fears of 
Western leaders “who have ex- 
pressed worry about the way demo- 
cratic institutions will fare if the 
present recession becomes worse.” 

“Tg it possible” he asked, “in our 
present democracies, for parliaments 
to adopt and governments to bring 
forward measures which might bite 
into the standard of living? That 
ts the big problem.” 

Be urged Western unity to meet 
the crisis because “nothing is 
worse than to have four or five 
different approaches.” But he added 
that this unity {s much stronger 
than it was one year ago. 

“The bickerings which were 2p- 
parent in 1978 during the Yom 
Kippor War have virtually com- 
pletely disappeared,” he sald.
